Atlantic City, N. J., July 12.—The na- 
tional prohibition convention conclud- 
ed its here tonight with the 
nomination of the party standardbear- 
ers of four years ago-—-Eugene W. 
Chafin of Arizona, for president, and 
Aaron 8S. Watkins, of Ohio, for vice 
president. In each case the nomina- 
tion was made by acclamation after a 
single ballot had indicated the prefer- 
ence of the delegates. 

Other Asptirants. 

Four aspirants were placed in nomi- 
nation against Mr. Chafin. They were 
F. W. Emerson, of California; Finley 
C. Hendrickson, of Maryland; Aaron S. 
Watkins, of Ohio, and Andrew Jackson 
Houston,. of Texas. Each withdrew 
his name after the first ballot, Mr. 
Houston creating enthusiasm by the 
Statement that he would rather re- 
celve the lowest vote in the prohibi- 
tion convention than the highest in 
either the democratic or republican 
conventions, 

The leading candidates against Mr. 
Watkins for vice president. were Em- 
erson, of California, and George E. 
Stockwell, of New York. 

Both of the party candidates wers 
called to the platform and made brief 
speeches. Mr. Chafin said he regarded 
the nomination as the greatest politi- 
cal honor bestowed upon any man this 
year. He thanked the convention for 
his second nomination and promised 
not to stand for a third term.

LORIMER THROWS 
DOWN GAUNTLET 
ON SENATE FLOO 


Calls Upon Senator fem to 
Back Up Any of his 
Accusations 


IF PROOF IS GIVEN, OFFERS

Washington, July 12.—(Special.)— 
In the presence of a crowd which (Zill- 
eq the galleries and every bit of space 
in the senate chamber, Senator Wil- 
liam Lorimer, of Illinois, for five hours 
today battled against the mass of 
testimony which seeks to show that 
his seat was secured by corrupt acts 
and practices. It was a marvelous ef- 
fort and won the tribute even from his 
enemies that it was one of the most 
masterful and appealing speecnes they 
had ever heard, He displayed mental 
and physical power and endurance 
that they had not suspected he pos- 
sessed. 

There was less of the persona] note 
in this speech than the one of last 
year and more giscussion of the record 
in the case. Despite the tremendous 
emotional strain under which he la- 
bored, Senator Lorimer sustained him- 
sel¢ well throughout his ordeal. His 
gestures were easy, natural and strik- 
ingly forceful, his voice always under 
control, his self-confidence complete. 
A great actor seeking to depict a 
strong man revealing the inner work- 
ings Of a supreme emotion would have 


| found here a model. 


Defies His Enemies. 

Mr. Lorimer appealed directly to 
Senators, called them by name, chal- 
lenged them to contradict him; plead- 
ed as with a jury upon whose word 
hung a human life; walked back ind 
aH in the center aisle of the senate 
chamber, pausing before different 
senators as he talked, and flung de- 
fiance at his enemies. At times the 
abstraction of his argument and the 
impersonality of his plea was most 
marked; again he put all the personal 
force he could command into the ap- 
peal. 

It was the final word of the “blond 
boss’’ whose right to his seat has been 
under fire for over two years; it was 
the greatest battle ever fought by the 
man Who charges that twenty years 
ago his enemies began the right that 
was to drive him out of public life. 

The dramatic climax of a speech re- 
plete with pulse stirring interest was 
reached when Mr, Lorimer flung out a 
challenge to hig foremost opponent, 
Senator John W. Kern, of Indiana, to 
show one corrupt act in his whole 
life, public or private, and promised 
in return to walk out of the senate 
door and never to return. 

Three senators who will vote against 
Lorimer, said to The Constitution re- 
porter today in substance: “I must do 
it, but it will wring my heart. Lori- 
mer has made a wonderful speech in 
his own defense, and I deeply sympa- 
thize with him. He is the unfortunate 
victim of conditiong which cannot be 
tolerated; but there are many others 
as guilty as he.” 

That is the attitude of many, who 
will vote against Lorimer as a re- 
buke to conditions which they be- 
lieve have existed for years in the 
legislature of Illinois. While con- 
vinced that fraud and corruption was 
practiced in connection with his elec-

Such an arrangement has long been needed in this and 
in other countries. A large percentage of the deaths and maimings 
resulting from aeroplane accidents may be traced to two sources: 
First, the voluntary action of aviators in making flights under dan- 
gerous conditions, rather than endure the taunts and jeers of the 
spectators; second, the policy of promoters, employers or managers 
‘in forcing operators to fly when judgment indicated extreme hazard

Back From South Georgia. 

Hon. J. D. Price, of Oconee, candi- 
date for commissioner of agriculture, 
was in Atlanta yesterday on his return 
from a two weeks’ trip through south 
Georgia, including Houston, Macon, 
Sum cr, Dougherty, Calhoun, Thomas, 
Decatur, Brooks, Lowndes, Grady and 
other counties. He made speeches at 
several points in that section, especial- 
ly stressing the idea that everything 
possible should be done for the en- 
couragement of the one-horse farmer. 

“I have seen nothing on this trip to 
cause me to revise my estimate of 
crop conditions made a month ago,” 
Mr. Price said. 

“The cotton crop is way off, and corn 
is not near in so good a condition as 
at this time last year. The rains have 
prevented late planting, and the acre- 
age in every section is far short of 
what it was last year. We are not go- 
ing to have any trouble in getting up 
to 15-cent cotton, and I have nothing 
to take back in my statement that I 
believed it would go to ?v cents. 

“I was much gratified, however, to 
see such a splendid crop of fruit all 
through south Georgia. I have never 
seen so much fruit in my life as there 
is this year, and it is bringing gbdod 
prices, too. I came across one farmer 
who had sold his watermelons for fu- 
ture delivery at $50 per car, and then 
a man came along and offered him 
$135 per car right on the tracks. This 
will give you some idea as to how 
fruit and melons are going this sea- 
son.”

Mozart, Beethoven, Louis Spohr and 
other great prodigies of music, art and 
science, figure prominently in an im- 
portant decision just handed down by 
the supreme court in the case of B. F. 
James, of Meriwether county, against 
the Centra] of Georgia railroad. 

At the same time the court laid 
down one of the most important prin- 
ciples of l*>w which in the past has 
caused gray hairs to grow before their 
time on the heads of lawyers and 
judges of lower courts. 

James sued the Ccntral for $7,500 
for the death of his child, aged 2 years, 
10 months and 20 days. The question 
at issue was whether or not the child 
was old enough to render valuable 
service. “amounting to wo per month” 
to hig parents. 

The plaintiff, through Attorney Law- 
ton Nally, said he was. The railroad 
demurred to the petition, and in order 
that the point might be settled, At- 
torney Nalley requested the court to 


sustain the demurrer and the case was 
appealed. 

The supreme court says: 

“No fixed arbitrary age should be es- 
tablished,” and quoting from Mr. Nal- 
ley'’s brief, points out that Beethoven 
could play at the age cf 3; Mozart was 
being instructed in music at the age 
of 3, and at 5 composed some simple 
pieces of music; Robert Alexander 
Schumann was a composer at 7; Louis 
Spohr sang duets with hig mother at 
4, and was making the violin scream 
for help when he wWas 5B.

Athens, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)— 
There are 10,000 boys who have joined 
the corn clubs this year, and have 
splendid acres to show already. 

Each boy takes an acre and culti- 
vates it under government instruction, 


keeping an accurate account of same. 
'In this way he sees plainly the cost 
per acre and also the great advantage 
in farming along scientific lines. 

Last year the yield per acre was 
high and the average cost of produc- 
tion low. At the same time the aver- 
age for the state was low—only 16 
bushels per acre. 

The above clearly shows what there 
is in an acre of Georgia soil when 
properly handled. Several boys made 
over 200 bushels per acre at exceed- 
ingly low cost. Over 950 boys made 
over 190 bushels per acre, running the 
cost of. production down to as low as 
10% cents per bushel.

This year 10,000 boys are. trying 

themselves with their acre and they 
should have all the encouragement 
possible from parents and every one 
else. The good these boys will do 
their respective communities will be 
almost incalculable, as the methods 
they employ will soon be taken up by 
otter all around them and lasting 
good accomplished.

at Tifton. The bill has been favorably

“The experimental work now being 
done does not suit south Georgia con- 
ditions.” says Mr. Ellis. “Both sta-' 
tions are located in the Piedmont, 
Athens and Griffin, where the soil is 
known as cecil clays, while in our 
section we have the Norfolk soil. 

“Up here you want to produce cot- 
ton stalk, and then you wili nave 
plenty of fruit. Therefore, the ex- 
perfmental stations prepare a _ ferti- 
lizer formula containing much nitro- 
gen. Down our way we get the stalk 
any way, owing to the richness of the 
soil, and a fertilizer prepared to grow 
stalk is, therefore, to a large extent 
wasted. Nitrogen costs $3.50 a unit, 
and we use 600,000 tons yearly. Fig- 
ure out what the loss each year 
must be, 

‘I am not saying anything against 
the present sub-stations, you under- 
stand, They have done wonderful work 
for the state, but it just happens that 
south Georgia needs a station, too. And 
we are going to get it.”

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FOOTE SAYS STILL -

Typo President Tried to Use 
Them on Tom Lyon, 
He Deciares. 


Testifying before the senate investi- 
gating committee yesterday afternoon, 
W. O. Foote, the only witness at the 
hearing, said that Luther Still, presi- 
dent of the typographical union, at- 
tempted to use a pair of brass Knucks 
on Tom Lyon, secretary of the Byrd 
Printing company, in. the fracas in the 
senate chamber Wednesday afternoon. 

President Slaton informed the par- 
ticipants in the hearing that the in- 
vestigation was primarily for the pur- 
pose of learning who carried the 
knucks into the committee room, also 
to bring out such testimony to show 
who precipitated the fight. 

Foote told the committee. that 
Charles P. Byrd, state printer, 
threatened to knock Still’s head off if 
he made any more ugly charges 
against him. Still igs alleged to --ave 
told the senate committee on printing 
that Byrd was robbing the state on the 
printing contract. 

“Still reached back in 
and drew out the Knucks,” 
clared. “Then Lyon hit at him. 
standing between them. Still 
back and the knucks fell from 
hand.,”’ 

Attorney Frank Hughes, who ap- 
peared before the committee in behalf 
of Still, attempted to make the wit- 
ness say that he was interested in the 
same bill that Byrd appeared before 
the committee on. Hughes attempted 
to have the hearing dismissed on the 
«round that the fight occurred outside 
the committee room and at a time 
when the senate had adjourned. He 
said that no charge of contempt could 
be construed. tobert Blackburn, 
Byrd’s attorney, insisted that the sen- 
ate proceed with the investigation, ex- 
plaining that the witness, Foote, want- 
ed to leave the city. 

There was no testimony adduced at 
the hearing to the effect that Lyon 
ran when Still began his attack, nor 
that Lyon took a hang in the affray 
until after Still advanced on him, 

At the conclusion of the hearing of 
Foote’s testimony President John M 
Elaton adjourned the _ invéstigation, 
notifying the principals and witnesses 
to be on hand to resume the quizz 
Monday immediately after adjourn- 
ment of the senate,

OF COTTON CROP 


Representatives of Seven Gov- 
ernors Indorse Proposition 
of Mr. Wadley. 


Representatives of governors from 
several southern states and numerous 
citizens from various gections who are 
in cotton growing, met in 
the senate chamber yesterday after- 
noon and indorsed the plan originated 
by George Dole Wadley, of Macon, for 
marketing the cotton crop ign a man- 
ner that will bring about better prices. 

All the governors of the cotton- 
growink states were invited to attend 
the meeting, the invitation being ex- 
tended by Governor Brown, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Wadley, but as it was 
impossible for any of them to be pres- 
ent at this time they sent representa- 
tives, as suggested. 

Mr. Wadley, who is president of the 
Southern States corporation, explained 
'n detail the plan which he believes 
will bring inereased revenue to the 
growers of cotton itn the southern 
states, and after a lengthy discussion 
of its merits the convention 
ed it. 

The plan is to form in the counties 
of each state cotton-holding associa- 
tions, the purpose of which will be to, 
gradually market the cotton as it !s 
needed, thus puttige the holder in po-

COMPARES BRYAN 


In Doing so La Follette Warm- 
ly Roasts the Sage of 
Oyster Bay. 


Washington, July 12.—Under_ the 
caption “The Case of Mr. Roosevelt,” 
Senator La Follette has written an ed- 
itorial in the current number of La 
Follette’s Weekly, which says in part: 

“Bryan, at Baltimore, foregoing all 
chance of his own nomination, braving 
Tammany and the trusts to rescue his 
party from their domination, carryin 
the convention for thé adoption of the 
most progressive democratic platform 
yet offered, and the nomination of the 
most progressive democratic candidate 
available, was a towering figure of 
moral power and patriotic devotion 
to civic rightéousness. 

“Roosevelt,: at Chicago, backed by 
money derived from the stock-water- 
ing operations of the steel trust and 
the harvester trust, organizing what 
are now confessed to have been fake 
contests as to nearly two hundred del- 
egates, in order to control the repub- 
lican convention and secure his own 
nomination, refusing to aid in making 
a progressive platform, bound to have 
the nomination or destroy the repub- 
lican party, was a most striking exam- 
ple of misdirected power and unworthy 
ambition. 

“Roosevelt had as great an oppor- 
tunity to serve the progressive cause 
at Chicago as Bryan had at Balti- 
more. But Roosevelt was serving the 
man, not the cause. He wanted one 
thing——he wanted the nomination. And 
yet he did not have enough votes to 
nominate himself upon any honest 
basis. He did have enough delegates 
in that convention ultimately to have 
nominated a real progressive and 
adopted a strong progressive platform. 
He could have even nominated Had- 
ley on such a platform, and progres- 
sive republicans could have support- 
ed Hadiey in much the same spirit as 
hundreds of thousands of them will 
now support Wilson. 

“But Roosevelt would not consider 
Hadley. He would have no one but 
himself. At the first suggestion of 
Hadley he ordered the third party 
maneuvers, lest he lose his followers. 

“An analysis of the testimony will, 
I am convinced, show that neither 
Taft nor Roosevelt had a majority of 
honestly or regularly elected delegates.

SECRETARY NAGEL 
LETS DOWN BARS 


Ante a Ruling Admitting to 
Country All Children of 
Naturalized Citizens. 


Washington, July 12.—All bars re- 
stricting the admission to the United 


States of minor foreign born children 
of naturalized citizens, whether im- 
beciles, idiots or other forbidden 
classes, were swept away today by a 
far-reaching interpretation of the im- 
migration and naturalization laws by 
Secretary Nagel of the department of 
commerce and labor. 

The secretary authorized the entry 
into this country from Russia of little 
11%-year-old Riwke Polayes, who has 
been held at Ellis island, New York, 
for several weeks, threatened with de- 
portation on the certificate of sur- 
geone of the public health and marine 
hospital service that she is an im- 
becile. Granting she is an imbecile, 
the secretary held that the immigra- 
tion laws were not applicable to her, 
because her father,- Jacob Polayes, of 
New Haven, Conn., is a naturalized cit- 
izen. 

Mr, Nagel interpreted the law to 
mean that the naturalization of a man 
conferred American citizenship upon 
all his minor children as soon as they 
relinquished their residence abroad. 

This decision completely overturned 
the previous policy of the government. 
The law provides that minor children 
of an «lien who are living in the 
United States automatically became 
citizens of this country as soon as 


have invariably held in the past that 
all children dwelling outside the 
United States at the time of their 
father’s naturalization must pass the 
immigration testg before they can en- 
ter and claim citizenship. 

The secretary said the question re- 
volved about the interpretation of the 
word “reside” in the immigration act 
which provides that the citizenship 
Shall become operative when a minor 
child “begins to reside permanently in 
he United States.’’ Residence being 
largely intention, Mr. Negal declared 
that the “constructive residence” of 
the child as soon as it abandoned its 
foreign home was the dwelling place 
of the father. Consequently when the 
little girl sailed from Russia she was 
constructively residing in the United 
States. 

The question never has been decided 
by the courts in connection with the 
present immigration laws and there 
wag wide divergence of opinion among 
officials.
